In the instant case, the combination as claimed does not require the 
particulars of the subcombination as claimed because the particulars of the 
shipping/storage box are not recited in the independent combination claims 1 and 1 1 . 
The subcombination has separate utility such as use in any dispensing apparatus 
employing a removable shipping/storage box as a resupply cartridge having a materially 
different discharge means.
